FNAL TRBUTE PAD 
TO MARSHAL JOFFRE 


PARIS, Jan. 7.—(#)—France, in a 
final tribute of love and respect to 
the “savior” of Paris today gave Mar- 
shal Joffre a national funeral which 
in its grandeur reminded of that 
“day of ashes” when the body of Na- 
poleon. Bonaparte was brought back 
from St. Helena. 

Tonight the body of the valiant .vic- 
tor of the Marne lay, like that of 
Napoleon, under the great dome of 
the Invalides, in a disused sacristy of 
the chapel of St. Louis, dedicated to 
the old crusader king. It was placed 


there so that Madame Joffre might 
pray beside her soldier husband in si- 
lence. 

Some months from now the body 
will be transferred to Chestnut Grove, 
the marshal’s country home, where it 


will be entombed in a mausoleum like | 


that of Washington at Mt. Vernon. 
Church and state united to make 
the last rites of France’s loved sol- 
dier a full expression of the repub- 
lie’s gratitude and respect. The thou- 
sands of French people who filled the 
gray old cathedral of Notre Dame and 
the million or more who lined the 
route of the cortege from the cathe- 


'dral to the Invalides testified abun- 


dantly the love that Paris bore for 
“Papa” Joffre. 

There was ‘not a foot of standing 
room at Notre Dame when the ar- 
rival of President Doumergue signaled 
the beginning of the requiem mass, 
shortened at Joffre’s own request.

American ambassador. 

Then there were military detach- 
ments from all the allied and asso- 
ciated powers, including one of 24 
United States officers, active and re- 
serve, who represented the American 
army. 

An orderly led “Sorciere,” the mar- 
shal’s horse, caparisoned in black. 

Louis Barthou, minister of war, 
paid the government’s eulogy. He 
hailed Joffre as a “savior of world 
liberty.” and said that he was there 
to “voice the unanimous gratitude of 
the nation.” 

After the funeral oration the mar-

12-Morth Basis Asked 
“by Leaders. 


The county board of education, 
through. its president, Cam Dorsey, 
and Superintendent Jere A. Wells, 
Wednesday called upon the board of 
commissioners for an increased 1931 
appropriation of $55,000 to raise the 


salaries of county school teachers. 

Members of the board, although they 
did not reject the school group's plea. 
said there was little possibility that 
the additional funds would be obtain- 
ed because of the county’s bad finan- 
cial condition. The matter, however, 
Was sent to the finance committee 
which will meet with Mr. Dorsey and 
Mr. Wells to study the situation some 
time today. 


In asking for the increased appro- 
priation Mr. Dorsey said that in all 
other leading counties in Georgia and 
other states the teachers are paid on 
it 12-month basis, while in Fulton 
county they are paid for only *11 
inonths. The $55,000 asked is the 
monthly pay roll_of the teachers, he 
suid. 

Commissioner Edward H. 
cha@man of the county beard’s fi- 
nance committee, said he doubted 
ihat-the board would be able to allow 
the additional sum to the schools. 
Other commissioners joined in this 
opinion, but all agreed they would “do 
what they could for the teachers.” 

In outlining his appeal Mr. Dofsey 
said that he was acting only after 
several conferences with offigials of 
the teachers’ association and the Fed- 
eration of Labor, with which the 
teachers are affiliated, and was con- 
vinced that the Fulton teachers are 
getting less pay than those  else- 
where. 

“The county school board operates 
its system efficiently and economi- 
cally. but we believe that the teach- 
ers should have the additional sal- 
ary,’ Mr. Dorsey said. “Our building 
and repair program has been budgeted 
to the minimum and if we are per- 
mitted to give the teachers the in- 
ereases it will not mean a great deal 
in the general cost of the upkeep of 
the schools<for the year.

‘Poet’s Sense of Humor Defended 
By Arthur G uiterman, Noted Writer 


The fear of not being taken seri- 
ously when they want to be, keeps 
many poets from giving public ex- 
pression te their more humorous 
thoughts. 

Arthur Guiterman, widely known 
poet, who was in Atlanta Wednesday 
to address the Fine Arts Club, ad- 
vanced this defense in behalf of fel- 
low followers of the muse in answer 


‘to the charge that the lack of a sense 


of humor seemed characteristic of a 
large portion of devotees of the rhyth- 
mic literary art. 

Mr. Guiterman, who has attained 
distinction in both the humorous and 
serious fields of poetry, admitted that 
many years ago he was confronted 
with the same problem when prepar- 
ing to publish a volume of his bu- 
morous verse. 


“My solution to the question, ‘Shall | 


I risk the reputation of poet by pub- 
lishing verse with a jocular note?’ 


was to decide to write about things | 
that interested me and that I thought | 


would interest others, without regard 
as to how I might be classified or 
pigesn-holed,” Mr. Guiterman 
plained,

his lively lyrical wit, Mr. Guiterman |

In the crypt of St. Peter's Basilica, 


which is really the old church built 
by Constantine the Great, we siopped 
a moment to see the new tombs of 
Cardinai Merry Del Val and 
friend, Pope Piux X. ‘They lie buried 
within a few feet of James III, 
Charlies I1I1 and Henry IX, kings of 
England who never reigned, of course. 
Armed with an order from a monsig- 
nor to visit the crypt of St. Peter, we 
descended into the Grotto Vecchie, 
which extends under the nave of the 
old basilica. It is safe to assume that 
the visitor in this dungeon is very 
close to the place of St. Peter's execu- 
tion and the graves of the early popes 
clustered around that of their great 
predecessor “like bishops assisting at 
a synod.” | 

It was here that Pope Paul V dis- 
covered in 1615 a number of bodies 
wrapped fm linen. who were thought 
to be those of the earliest martyred 
bishops. of Rome.

‘Great. On hearing of the discovery. 


| Pope Clement VIII, accompanied by

cross inscribed with the names of Con- 
stantine and his mother, Helena. The 
impression produced upon the pope 
was so great that he caused the open- 
ing to be closed at once. 

The materials with which Clement 
sealed the opening and rendered the 
tomb once more invisible and inac- 
cessible, can still be seen through the 
“cataract” below the altar. The crypt 
is more interesting from a_ historical 
Christian point of view than St. Pe- 
ter’s church, that stupendous edifice. 
for the erection of which a thousand 
priceless pagan temples were disman- 
tled and destroyed. 

To the Catholic it is one of the 
most sacred spots on earth, since it 
holds literally the words of St. Am- 
brose, that “where Deter is—there is 
the church—and where the church is, 
there is no death. but life eternal.”

In 1823 Senator Tom Benton intro- 
duced a proposal to amend away the 


electors. That was even before the 
defeat of General Jackson in 1824 
when he had the largest popular vote 
but was defeated by the Adams-Clay 
coalition in the house of representa- 
tives when the choice devolved on 
that body. 

But the defeat of Jackson accel- 
erated the demand for the popular

| Revision To Save $100,000 


in Department Yearly 
Proposed by Spratt. 


Drastic revision of the motor trans. 
port department of the borough gov- 
ernment with a view of saving at 
“least $100,000 a year,” will be cham- 
pioned before the finance committee 
of council, it was announced Wed- 
nesday by Nelson T. Spratt, mem- 
ber from the tenth ward, who de- 
clared he would support the proposal] 
which came from Alderman G. Ever- 
ett Millican, mayor pro tem. 

Under the plan an upward revis- 
ion of salaries for employes of all 
departments. with the exception of 
police and fire, and departments in 
which trucks are used, will be made 
so that allowance may be made for 
ownership and upkeep of cars by the 
borough employes themselves, 

In every instance where cars now 
are furnished they would be sold by 
the borough to the employes at an 
appraised figure, if the Millican- 
Spratt plan is consummated. The new 
owner would be charged with the re- 
sponsibility of keeping them up and 
providing all fuel, ete., incident to 
their operation. 

The plan has not been developed 
fully, but it is estimated that in most 
instances $25 a month would be al- 
lowed for use of each machine. About 
100 cars would be affected, it was 
said by Spratt. 

$800 Per Machine. 

Cost of upkeep and fuel for the 
machines now is estimated at SS00O 
annually for each car. This. how- 
ever, includes a large number of 
trucks, which still would be kept in 
service by the borough, and_ police 
cruiser machines, which would not be 
included in the plan as outlined. 

“We estimate that at least $100,000 
can be saved every year through this 
change,” Spratt said, “and at the same 
time the equipment would be even bet- 
ter than it is at present, because indi- 
vidual owners would not spend so 
much money on upkeep but would ex- 
change the equipment as fast as it 
grew to be a bad investment.” 

Alderman '. Charlie Murphy, chair- 
man of the finance committee. stated 
he would look into the matter, and 
that if any money could be saved the 
borough he would sanction and support 
the plan. The borough would not be 
forced to replace the cars, but that 
resporsibility would lie with the indi- 
vidual operator. 

Various department heads appeared 
before the finance committee Wednes- 
day at the first sessions of the 1931 
body, stating the needs of their re- 
spective divisions. Beginning at 10

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—4)—A 
§2,500,000,000 national public works 
program was depicted today by Chair- 
man Woods, of the president's em- 
ployment committee, as a partial balm 
for the more than 4,000,000 unem- 
ployed. 

Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of the 
bureau of public roads, appearing be- 
fore the senate appropriations com- 
mittee soon after Woods, said the 
federal aid road construction program 
alone would give jobs to an additional 
100,000 men during this year. 

Woods estimated the unemployed at 
between 4,000,000 and 5,000,000 and 
said about $1,000,000,000 of the pub- 
lie works program was now very close 
to the “pick and shovel stage” and his 
committee was lending its aid to get- 
ting the work going. He urged con- 
gress “to cut the red tape” involving 
the federal projects. 

Woods praised the “overwhelming 
spirit of co-operation” in the nation 
but described the extent of unemploy- 
ment as “not speaking well for in- 
dustry.” He said unemployment has 
been increasing and that he’ believed

“My feeling.” he said, in response to 
questions, “is that it is not apt to im- 
prove until spring comes.
